in ihe United States to the exolusioii 
of almost every other topic. Tlio 
FenianW bbiin^ ' lit' for theit eharo ol 
notice, but.they become, of seoondary 
consideration when disoassed with the 
other more important objoots. Gen. 
Halpine — a " boald soldier boy",oi the 
Irish Eopublio — has boon choRon Ro-' 
gistrar of Now York city by wbiiL Lho 
Tribune lorms a " niagiiificout rnnjoi'-< 
ity" of 20,000. Tbo liorco Btrugglo 
between tbo Republicans and Lbo 
Domocriits appears to bo about over. 
Tbe DomocratH have at last found out 
tbat tboNortb ia terribly in oaniost in 
tbo matter of impartial eulTrayo, and 
are unyielding in tlic deiei luiiiaLion 
that intelligent uogroos shall oitbor 
vote, or Southern ropresontatives 
shall not sit in Congress, A very in- 
fluontial Democratic paper in Cbicago 
has startled its friends by boldly advo 
eating im partial suffrage ou tbo 
grounds that the negro vote, by any 
test of intoUigeDce, would bo small, 
that the whites would control it, and 
that the colored race on this continent 
is destined to extinction. Add to this 
the oonoossion already made that im^ 
partial suffrage is inevitable, and the 
argument ought to bo convincing. It 
has met with a favorable reception 
from-the leaders of the pftrty. Tbo 
Now York Tribune gloats over tbe de- 
feat of tbe Jobnsonitos, and makes 
merrj' at the expense of tbo opponents 
of tlie Radical party. It also puts 
forward its editor tor the United States 
Senate, and it is not unlikely that he 
may becoino tbo candidate ot the Ro^ 
publicans for tbo next Presidency. 
Greeley advocated the cause of the 
black man at a time when it was dan-, 
gerous to tbo life and limb of any 
■who had a word to say in bis favor. 
Thus far, there has been no important 
movement in any of the Rebel States 
in favor of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment, unless we except tbe^ttempt to 
elect General Dockery in North Caro- 
lina, as a representative of its princi- 
ples. There is certainly an earnest 
party in the South which approves it, 
and includes not only Loyalists but the 
more moderate of tbe late rebels. In 
North Carolina, Governor Worth was 
elected by a majority of over twenty 
thousand on a platform which I'opu- 
diatod tbo Amendment ; in .South 
Carolina, Governor Orr advises its 
rejection ; in Mississippi, Governor 
Ilumpiireys lias taken liio same 
ground; in Georgia, Gov. Jenkins, in 
his mestago, described it as ;i degra- 
dation tlio South could not endure, 
and the Logihlaluro will certainly re- 
ject it; in Texas, il has been ibrmally 
rejected by a vole of 70 to 5. Thus 
five ot tbo ton ex'-robel States have in 
oficct reAHCd to accept the terms of- 
fered, and tiiu luiio oi tbo press in tbo 
others leaves but little room to doubt 
of their rejection by all. Tbo M.exi~ 
can Commission, it appears, is vested 
with ' the extraordinary power of 
treating with Juarez and the Impe- 
rialists at once. It will determine 
nothing, hut will report all proposals 
to Washington for the oonsidoration 
of the President. Every suggestion 
made will therefore be doliboratoly 
weighed at tlie national capital, and 
})erliaps in. Cabinet council. Some ot 
the ])apers duiiDunce tbis Mexican 
business. Tliey dechuo Hint Mv John- 
son, liiidiiig that lii.s ooiiUiiuii policy 
has rendered liim inlainous in tlie 
eyes ol Aincrieans, is ab(jut to di- 
vert public ivltentiuii fruin doincHtie 
entanglements by cruatiiig luruigii 
complications, and tbat lu; is uiid.i'av- 
oring to regain lost giuuiul by inaugu- 
rating a "vigorous lureign policy," 
J3o Ibis opinion as it may. Napoleon 
is certainly getting out oi iMoxico as 
rapidly as bo caw, and we are not 
BOrry to see U. lie had no right 
there after the Mexican Government 
had guaranteed the French claims, and 
had he turned back at Vera Cruz with 
the English and Spanish armies, bo 
would have saved millions of money 
and 100,000 lives, expended in a vain 
attempt to place a bankrupt AuflCrian 
Archduke upon a throno supported on 
tbo very uncertain foundation of 
i'Veneb bayonets. 'J'lio American Gov. 
crnmont, while it presses for tbo 
witbdrawul of the i'^reiicli troops from 
Mexico, linds time to urge tbe Alabama 
claims upon the uttention of Lord 
Stanley, and liope is now lelt that tbo 
clairas will be allowed an an act of 
justice. Tbo Hriiisb (iovenimeot 
ooinuiitted a grave error when it Buf- 
fered the Alabama to put to sou; but 
it committed a gravor error, alter the 
true charaotor of the ship had boon 
ascertained, in not sending out a war- 
vessel and suppressing hor.
